States, You Chan Yang, which You 
announced Tuesday in Washing 
ton.

They 
charged that the 1958 election of 
the present legislature, in which 
Rhee’s Liberal party won a dom­ 
inant majority, was as crooked as

Today 
the capital was quiet. 
The hated national police, sym­ 
bol of Rhee’s autocratic rule, had 
disappeared 
from

Keeping order in their place were 
army troops and university stu­ 
dents 
detailed 
by

authorities. The military remained 
in command under martial law 
proclaimed last week in Seoul and 
other major cities. 
The Health Ministry announced 
that 20 persons were killed and 
238 injured in the rioting Monday

and

Rhee's promise to resign 
and the frenzied excitement that 
followed his announcement. This 
brought the nationwide dead to 
150 since the “ bloody Tuesday" 
riots April 19 that started Ithee’s 
downfall.

Nixon, who has no announced 
rival for the Republican nomina­ 
tion. rolled up impressive totals 
that buried the hopes of those who 
wanted to see outbursts of senti­ 
ment for Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York. 
Of the two primaries, the one 
in Pennsylvania had the most sig 
nificance. 
in Pennsylvania, Nixon’s write- 
in count piled up above the 863,785 
received by President Eisenhower 
in 
the 
1952 
primary, 
and 
ap­ 
proached the 951,932 Eisenhower 
received in 1956. 
With 8.229 of the 9,013 precincts 
counted, Nixon had 864.836 votes. 
Rockefeller was far back at 9,335. 
One of the GOP delegates elect­ 
ed to the Chicago nominating con­ 
vention was Harold E 
Stassen, 
who tried to head off Nixon in 
1956 and 
has been reported as 
launching a new stop Nixon drive 
this year 
In the Pennsylvania Democratic 
contest 
Kennedy 
forged 
farther 
ahead as the count neared com­ 
pletion. With 7,990 precinct» re­ 
corded. Kennedy had 151.162. 
Behind him trailed Adlai Ste­ 
venson with 22.555, Sen. Hulvert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesot a with 10, 


5oo, Sen. Stuart Symington of Mis 
souri with 5,256, and Sen. Lyndon 
B, Johnson of Texas with 2,192. 
Kennedy's victory was not bind 
ing on

Convention in July. Nixon’s vie 
tory, however, apparently assured 
him of Pennsylvania’s 70 votes at 
the Republican convention.

degree murder conviction to sec­

said.

Tyron was one of three statisti­ 
cal experts called by the House 
Legislative Oversight subcommit­ 
tee today to provide expert testi­ 
mony on the program study re­ 
ported Tuesday by Computeeh, a 
New York statistical firm. 


The statistical company 
study 
contended tha* a survey of rec­ 
ords played on the Clark program 
over a 
two-year period demon­ 
strated that Clark whirled platters 
in which he had a financial inter­ 
est less than 30 per cent of the 
time. 


Tyron, however, described the 
study as totally lacking in any 
value. He said it showed nothing. 
Tyron. under questioning, said 
he based hia opinions upon the 


•data 
in the Computeeh 
survey, 
and declared: “ It is my conclu­ 
sion that Mr. ( lark clearly and 
systematically favored records in 
which he had a financial inter­ 
est.“

Wolfe said the blast would di* 
place 90 million cubic yards of 
rock and soil. Atom-blasting would 
cost 3 cents a cubic yard, com­ 
pared with $2.50 a yard for pres 
ent day excavation, he estimated.

f j. Can anything be done for 
o child u h o hai gear tissue o f 
th e brain? Can he learn fro m 
b o o k s? 
A. Specific answers to these ques­ 
tions could he g.ven only by the 
examining physician who would 
be able to determine the extent 
and native of the brain damage. 
To genera’, the brain is something 
like the battery of your car. If 
one cell goes bad thé entire bat- 
terv is weakened. Perhaps the 
lights would burn but there would 
not be enough power to «tart the 
motor Even though the battery 
IS below par it is still capable of 
functioning at a reduced level of 
performance. So too, is the par­ 
tially damaged brain capable of 
functioning within limits 
The 
goal should be to develop the re­ 
maining mental capacities through 
patient and helpful instruction.

Hence, profit margins are being 
squeezed and this year s earnings 
gam over last year will be slim 
mcr than the year ago increase 
over the previous periods. 
The stock market already had 
noted that prospect and adjusted 
prices accordingly. 
There are explanations for this 
over all rise in the cost of living 
while 
manufacturers 
say 
they 
can't raise their prices as desired 
If the housewife and the fa mil> 
budget juggler have the patience 
for the explanations, here they 
are: 
The cost of living is rising chief 
lv because food prices normally 
go up in the spring. Since this is 
the biggest single item in most 
budgets, the rise hurts quickly It 
is felt particularly by those factory 
workers 
whose 
work-week 
has 
been shortened, or who have been 
laid off for short or long periods 
while output is being brought in 
line with sales. 
Prices on the new* spring line* 
of clothing tend a bit higher—as 
predicted — because wage scales 
had been adjusted upward. 
Prices on new homes and fur 
nishingf. strengthened, partly 
be­ 
cause of higher interest rates t r 
mortgages, partly because of high 
er material and labor cost.-, 
Medical care just keeps on ris­ 
ing, following a long-term trend. 
And people find many of their fa­ 
vorite forms of recreation costlier, 
as

as laundry, haircuts and beauty 
treatments 
These were predicted and they 
are of the creeping radter than 
the galloping kind. 
The latter didn't come alung as 
once feared by many 
That is why 
economists say that the threat of 
another big round of inflation has 
been laid 
This fear was based on the ear­ 
lier expectations that the settle­ 
ment of the steel labor dispute 
would set off a big business boom 
In such an atmosphere industry 
could more easily pass along in 
higher prices any increase in oper 
atmg costs. 
Business w'as expected to build 
inventories at a brisk rate for a 
prolonged 
period — a condition 
which w'ould have favored price 
rises of manufactured goods 
The boom didn't materialize In 
ventories were rebuilt to required 
levels but not beyond. Competition 
became keener if anything. 
And so the rise in the com of 
food and services, but very little 
in industrial products. Stock mar­ 
ket bulls have been disappointed 
but the money managers in Wash­ 
ington are breathing easier.
